Coroner \V. X. Candlish was also 


notified and left immediately to take 
charge of the body. 


Captain Hill is survived by a wid- 


ow and daughter. Mary Elizabeth; his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Hill; one 
sister. Irene. 


He wa* drowned in Lake Winneba- 


zn on the afternoon of Tuesday. Nov. 
4. 1019. when he was driven across 
the lake in a duck boat during a se- 
vere wind storm.

We have come to see him in a 


light we had not discerned before. The 
Hoy Scout is no longer merely a lad with 
a smiling countenance clothed in a khaki 
uniform, polite to his superiors and en- 
gaged in camping expeditions. He has 
become an expression of American man- 
hood which the nation is reaching out its 
hand to grasp, conscious of his place and 
need as never before. 


We used to let our youth grow up in 


channels of least resistance. True, not 
every boy grew up thai way. but many 
did. There was a belief by parents that 
Americanism was an inherent trait of 
every boy born on the continent. There 
was a happy-go-lucky confidence that he 
would take care of himself. 
Citizenship 


in the making was not considered impor- 
tant until after the twenty-first year. 


We had a rude awakening when we 


got into war with (Jermany. \Vc found 
there was a superabundance of half- 
made Americans, physically, racially, na- 
tionally.

It is true that Brazil was 


"small"' in the sense that it had no navy 
or standing army to speak of and re- 
quired time before 
it could apply its 


great resources to war in any consider- 
able degree, but Mr. Balfour neverthe- 
less exhibited characteristic British tact- 
lessness in injuring the feelings of the 
pleasantly disposed ambassador, and 
the remark has been quoted in Brazil 
with no very- kindly reception. 


Americans have made the same mis- 


take. There have been many times 
when they were lacking in tact, not only 
in diplomacy but in acts of congress and 
in .commercial policies. Our consular 
reports are full of advice on the subject, 
together with illustrations of serious 
mistakes that have occurred to the detri- 
ment of the t'nited States and its inter- 
ests in our relations with Latin-America, 
but we have been slow to learn. It has 
always been difficult for us to compre- 
hend how Europe so easily walked off' 
with the bulk of South American trade, 
and it was not all due to Europe's inei"^ 
chant marine or her favorable banking 
connections in that quarter. 


The European salesman is a diplomat. 


He is a prototype of the European poli- 
tician, suave and calculating and careful 
to work his way into the confidence of 
the prospective "victim" before striking 
for business or his real end. The Amer- 
ican, like the Englishman, in approach- 
ing the Latin-American with a patroniz- 
ing and condescending manner, acts un- 
consciously, but the Latin-American is 
observing and discriminating and dis- 
likes such treatment. 
We have wound- 


ed the pride of South America in many 
ways, and we suffered from it by cre- 
ating universal suspicion and prejudice 
which years of assiduously friendly cul- 
tivation on our part has not entirely re- 
moved. We are only jnst beginning to 
gain some standing in Latin-America, 
and we are barely in lime'tb'reap s'ortie 
of the economic benefits entailed by the 
war. but we still have much to learn 
down there and it will pay us to be a 
thorough student of its spirited and sen- 
sitive people.

This is the first time I have ever ad- 
mitted that it is possible to catch cold.

If chapping is a cold in the s!;In. 


the logical way to prevent chapping 
would be by avoiding exposure to cold 
air. cold weather, v.-ind. drafts and all 
that sort of thing. And the most ef- 
fective way I know of avoiding a'.l 
that sort of thing is by expiring and 
never inspiring any more. If you want 
to live of course you are not going to 
avoid exposure — you can't avoid it 
and live. 


What's, the use of talking about 


avoiding "undue" — the old fogies al- 
ways call it "undue" exposure— if you 
are talking to live folks?' It might 
be advisable to caution an idiot about 
freezing to death, or a drunken man; 
but it is a shame to give fool advice 
to sane people. Fighting windmills is 
a sensible 
pastime 
compared with 


trying to avoid e?:posure 
to wind. 


cold, dampness, drafts. 


One whose skin 
chaps should 


waste no energy or gray matter con- 
triving schemes to avoid exposure. He 
should strive rather to insulate his 
skin against the dissipation of nat- 
ural heat. If the skin is kept nice 
and warm it will not chap. 


Water is an excellent heat con- 


ductor. Therefore if the skin is not 
thoroughly dried after washing, it is 
likely to chap if you go out in the 
cold. Don't stay in out of the cold; 
dry the skin. 


Oil is a 
poor 
heat 
conductor. 


Therefore if the skin is not robbed of 
its natural oil it will not chap. Too 
much soap, too much bathing, and 
he use of alcoholic lotions such as 
toilet water, bay 
rum, witch hazel, 


will favor chapping, because 
these 


things dissolve out the skin oil and 
leave the skin 
unprotected against 


chilling. 


Chapping is a 
mild 
dermatitis, 


which means skin inflammation, or a 
mild eczema, which. 1 am 'ashamed to 
admit, is a "catarrhal" inflammation 
of the skin. Suit yourself about tech- 
nical name. But remember it is a 
slight cold settled in the skin. After

saying that I feel that I must go and 
take a sup of tea. 


If the skin is rough, dry or hursh, 


from too much soap or water or al- 
cohol, or may be from a slow meta- 
bolism, it is well to oil it after wash- 
inn and drying thoroughly. Kso nny 
neutral or bland oil. such as liquid 
j,'trolatum (purified mineral oil, par- 
affin oil), olive oil. sweet almond oil. 
cocoa butter, or

For the relief of chapping, aside 


jfrom the preventive measures men- 
tioned, this is a useful lotion: 


Boric acid—3 teaspoonfuls. 
Glycerin—2 ounces. 
Tragacunth powder—half tea- 


spoonful. 
Water—10 ounces. 
Boil and stir constantly till all dis- 


solved. Apply after washing and be- 
fore the skin is quite dry.

Parii—1 have just reached Paris 


after a harrowing trip v>ut of Berlin 
on the last train before the revolu- 
ticu halted travel. 


My train left Berlin Saturday night. 


March 13. 1 saw the first day of the 
revolution—the «lav that the Bbert 
government fled 
before the Kapp 


monarchist revolutionists. 


At midnight Friday, the 12th. I went 


out into the L'nter Den Linden. 
It 


was 
packed 
with soldiers in full 


equipment, with packs, rifles, trench 
helmets and machine guns. 


It was the eve of the revolution. But 


few Berliners knew it. 


Street Orators Exhort Crowds... 
Next morning came the revelation. 


Early on Saturday big crowds filled 
the 
Untar Den Linden and other 


streets. 
They were excitedly read- 


ing 
handbills 
and 
listening 
to 
speakers. 


Street orators \verc exhorting the 


crowds to support the movement to 
overthrow of the Kbert government, 
eminent. 


But the attitude of Berlin people 


was 
still 
one of excited curiosity. 


They did not seem serious. 


Later in the day Wilhelmstrasse, 


the street where the i-'oreiirn Office 
stands, 
and 
several 
neighboring 
streets were closed by barbed-wire 
barriers. 


Soldiers with machine guns 
and 


rifllcs, appeared at every important 
corner in central Berlin. Then Ber- 
lin toek notice in earnest. 


There were groups of soldiers every 


few feet and walking in pairs up and 
down the Unter Den Linden. 
All 


were fully armed, wearing steel hel- 
mets. Hand grenades were stuck in 
their belts. 


I got my camera and took snap- 


shots of several soldier groups. 1 al- 
most caused a riot. 


An irate civilian became 
greatly 


excited 
at 
an American woman's 


•'impertinence.'' He tried to seize, the 
camera. 
In 
good, 
forcible United 
States I shooed him off. 


A military officer came to my res- 


cue and took my part. A big crowd, 
half 
amused but obviously not too 


friendly, gathered about me. 


I was so frightened that my only 


recourse was to go on taking plfr'urcs. 
I had to do it to hide niv fright. I 
snapped 
the irate civilian, which 


made him still madder. 


People Shout in Derision 


On the way to the railroad station 


Saturdav night I snw soldier* read- 
ing proclamations of the new govern- 
ment to street crowds. The people 
mostly booed and whistled in derision. 


The Vorwaerts building, which was 


nearly shot to pieces i nthe revolu- 
tion of January. 1919. was 
in

hands of the military. They were per- 
mitting the paper to be printed on

published bulletins is- 


sued by the new government. 


Crowds 
are 
still

streets. The atmosphere was tense. 


I reached Cologne, in the occupied 


territory, Sunday and found the prin-

been smashed in food riots the day 
before. 


Everybody looked for more serious 


trouble. Cologne streets swarmed 
with active British "Tommies" and 
officers. 


Preparations wcrp being madp to 


cope with any trouble—whether from 
monarchist revolution or a counter- 
revolution bv "Reds."
